The principal points brought out Py a study of 
the above table are as follows: ‘Ihe produc- 
tion of cotton bas nearly doubled durirg the de- 
cade; its increase has outstripped the increase of 
population in the cotton states proper in a ratio 
approaching that of three to one; and the high- 
est spicific increase has teken place in the Atlan- 
tic states, where the average product per acre 
has become nearly «qualto thatof Mississippi 

This is due to better tillage and the 
use of manures. An “area of low production,’’ 
due to soil and exhaustion, is moving westward, 
and is now central in Alabamaand Fiorida. 
Further westward, in Louisiana, Mississippi and 
Arkansas, where the natural fertility of the soil 
is not yet ex»custed, the production is greater. 
The lesson ucre indicated, that it does pay to 
iacure, iscue that cannot be too strongly im- 
rressed upon the cotton planters of the gulf 
states.

A TRAIN’S WILD FREAK 


By Which a Man Narrowly Escapes 
Death. 
A singular and nearly fatal accident occurred 
at the cotton exposition grounds about noon 
yesterday, in which a man named B.T. Myers 
wasiyvjured.

When the men outside saw 
the train dashing in a headlong way toward the 
car they realized Myers’s peril, and knowing that 
he did not have time to escape from the car, 
shouted to him to throw himseeif fiat on top of the 
lumber. There was barely room between the lum- 
ber and the top of the car, but he hastily clambered 
up, and had barely done so when the runaway 
train struck the carand smashed the end com- 
pletely to pieces. Myers escaped death, bat re- 
ceived some slight bruises about the shouNMer ard 
head He was compeiled, uowever, to quit work 
and went to his home. 

Things were cleared up and the train started 
Out again, but another accidents oceurred. Just 
as the wp of the grade was reached by the engine 
the train broke loose and again went on a wild 
rush down into the grounds, striking the cars 
that were standing still and causing no small 
amount of damage. Ove car was thrown with 
great foree from the track and knocked several 
pillars from under the building. No one was hurt 
by the last accident.

Edacation in the South. 
Springfield Republican. 

The educational prospects of the colored peo- 
ple at the south are most hopeful. The oppo: 
sition to “nieger’’ teachiug has died out in most 
sections, and the colored public schools 1eceive 
more or less state support, and are watched wiih 
interest and encouraged by many white citizens. 
Tennessee does more than any other southera 
state for popular iustruction, her school law not 
only requiring a state tax, but also permittiog au 
additional special tax in those counties which 
choose tolevy it The fand is distributed amoug 
the whites and blacks proportionately to their 
school population, equal advantages being 
given both classes. The state superinten: 
dent of public instruction reported in 1879 
that there ~were 4,334 white and :,118 colored 
public schools, with 229,290 white and 69,851 col- 
ored, pupils enrolied. ‘this shows that the ratio 
of attendance of colored children is nearly as 
large as that of the white, the school population 
(counting all between the ages of 21 and 6) being 
403 35 Swhites and 141,509 negroes. It must be 
observed, however, that a much larger number 
of whites than blacks are educated in the public 
schoo 8, while the average number of school 
days last year was only «5, Still there is a great 
advance, for five years ago the Tennessee public 
school system was pot worthy of the 
name, Georgia's provision for her pub- 
schools siands next in efficiency aad 
generosity, and the other states are following, 
none of the southern legislatures daring as they 
did ten years ago to ignore the matter entireiy. 
Besides the advantages furoished by the states the 
south also has numerous normal schools, univer~ 
sities, agricultural and theological insiitutions, 
colleges and graded schools, supported mostly by 
religious orgauizatio: s at the north and intended 
for the education of the negroes. An encouraging 
feature of the advance ia public education is the 
keen appreciation of most of the colored pupils of 
their advantages, their attainments being worthy 
of comparison with those of the white scholars. 


A Matter of Debt-Paying.

The amount of interest paid by the people of 
the United States on the national debt, since 
1865,4is $1,764,435,000. Besides this enormous 
amount they have paid on the principal $758,657,- 
395, making an aggregate payment on account of 
prizcipal and interest of $2 52392,395. The 
present in'erest~bearing debtof the country is 
$1,622,872 900, We haye paid at the rate of over 
$168,000,000 perannum. If the people, now num. 
bering fifty millions, should elect to pay as large 
an amouut per annum as the average annual 
paymentof the past fifteen years, when they 
numbered only from thirty-five millions and up- 
ward, the debt would be wiped out in listie over 
ten years. Ia fact, if congress should determine 
to substitute a nou-iuterest bearing debt for the 
national bauk issue now abroad, the national 
burden would melt away like snow before a July 
sun, and could :e made to disappear in less than 
a decade. The debt per capita ia 1865 was $74.25, 
and the amount of interest to be paid per Capita 

ranpum $4.29. Now the debt per, capita is 

37 74, and the annual interest to be paid per 
capita is $1.56. Financiers abroad nota ihis 
achievement with wonder.

There possibly may be 
exceptidnal cases. The same is true of the 
law touching murder, burglary and arson— 
these are rare, but the records of the 
courts show that in genera), 
violations, when proved,are punished, The 
Lowrysin North Caroliya, and the James s 
in Missduri were ibieves and murderers— 
outlaws\ unpunished. Saall we, therefore, 
conclude that the laws forbidding theft and 
murder in those states were a dead letter? 
Far from it, 

. Hig sophistry is very liable to deceive 
the ‘casual reader Hesays: “The state has 
no powerto confiscate the property of its 

citizens, who are engaged in iawful trade.”’ 
“Lawful trade?” Who made it iawful? 
and cannot the same power make it unlaw- 
ful? It) was lawful a few years ago for 
sportsmen to catch and shoot game'ail the 
year round, but now it is unlawful. ‘No 
power to confiscate’ —who proposes to con- 
fiscate? Were the hunters’ traps, and nets 
and guns confiscated by the game-laws? 
Does the state guarantee that. the 
property of its citizens shall never 
depreciate in, value? He jsays, ‘‘manu- 
facturers bave made large investments 
to supply the liquor,’ etc, and con 
cludes, ‘“‘therefore you must not inter 
fere with the sale of it by small dealers,”’ 
etc. We imight agree that men had in- 
vested largely in the manufacture of bur- 
giar’s tools; therefore weought not to forbid 
or panish burglary, because it would virtu- 
ally confiscate this profitable and immense 
investment. What reasoning! What evil 
could be suppressed or what nuisance could 
be abated if sucha principle were to con 
trol legislation? A company might be 
formed and a charter obtained and an im 
mense butcher-pen, or pork packing estab- 
lishment, or a larce ¢ ume manufactory 
might | be built iu community to 
the injury and ruin of the 
health acd prosperity of the citizens, but 
forsooth, because it is a lawful business and 
has millions invested in it, therefore the 
nuisance must not be abated nor the cause 
of the harm be removed to a more distant 
place, nor the time of its operation be re- 
stricted|te certain seasons of the year, by 
which the danger would be greatly reduced. 
W by tolerate the nuisance of liquor making 
and liquor selling when other nuisances are 
summarily suppresse a? 

He says: “Everything can be safely sub- 
mitted to the people, but such a measure, if 
appreved by a mejority of their votes, 
would be a plain violation of the constitu” 
tion, and. the courts would undo it all.’ 
Chis is indeed a strange state of affairs A 
people dannot amend tlie constitution, be- 
cause such an amendment would be a vio- 
lation of the old constitution. If this be 
so, then indeed the sovereign people have 
often violated the constitutions of the states 
and of the United States, for they have often 
been amended. If this be so, then the 
wheels of progress in civil governments are 
forever locked, and charges can be made 
only by revolution, might and bloodshed. 
Mr. Voorhees says: “You cannot pre- 
scribe by legislation what a man shall eat 
or arin The movement does not pro- 
poss to “prescribe what a man shall eat and 
drink,’’} but it does propose to prescribe 
what a man shall sell, to whom, and when 
and where besha!i cellijy A mao may eat 
diseased beef and spoled vegetables if’he 
wants tp, but the law will punish the man 
who sellsthem. A man may drink poison 
if he chooses, but the law will hold the 
druggist who selis it to a strict account. 
The law forbids a man wearing female ap 
pareland equires bim to dress in a decent 
manner Now if a man’s diet should make 
him as Obnoxious to public decency ard as 
dangerous to society as an unlawlul garb, 
wouldn’t it seem reasonable that the law 
might have something to say about what 
“he sball eatand drink” also?’ 

Mr. Voorhees says: ‘The liquor traffic 

pays an immense revenue to the govern- 
mept, and is therefore entitled to receive 
its full and complete protection.”’ If reve 
nueis the basis of the license aud the reasun 
for protection, why not licesse highway 
robbery and protect the plunderers? They 
would be willing to a large revenue for the 
exclusive privilege to rob. Why not 
license gam bling dens and houses of ili-fame 
androtect them for thesake of the revenue 
which the government receives from them: ? 
There i a secret in this strange inconsis- 
tency on the part of men who reiy for 
promotion upon the suffrages of the peop'e 
rhis isitin anutshell: Liquor is a factor 
in the political campaign and politicians 
are afraid to touch it. A sad commentary 
truly on Americar politics, butitis a fact in 
mavy instances, a whisky barrel is between 
the politician and the office he seeks, and 
he walks dextrously arouad it, rather than 
kick it in pieces and risk the chances of 
defeat, 
Mr. Voorhees says, ‘‘The reformation 
should be sccomplished by ed@ucation and 
the general improvement of the people.” 
Is that the usual way evils are suppressed ? 
Is horse stealing, and Louse breaking, and 
gambling and carrying concealed Weapons 
checked and restrained and crushed out “by 
education and the general improvement 
of the people?” We would not ignore this 
meats to eradicate pnbiic evils but 
we know that the strong grasp of the law 
has been laid upon many of thom, and the 
iiquor evil should be chained by the same 
power—the power of the law. 

But Mr. Voorhees, in the last sentence of 
the interview, gets right. Hehadacolumn 
for the benefit of the liquor dealer, and three 
lines for the relief of the public. He says: 
“You may regulate the tratic in liquors, 
and keep the business in prudept and re- 
sponsible hands.’”’ That is exactly what 
the temperanc movement proposes to do — 
“regulate the traffic.” And if in reguiat- 
ing the traffic the restrictions amount to a 
prohibition, ail right, The  regula- 
tion We ask, defines the place where 
it mey be sold, viz: In those com- 
mubiti-s where a majority of the vyorers 
desire it To whom it may be sold, viz: 
only tu bim for whom the dealer is willing 
to become security for good behevior; and 
when }t may be sold, viz: only at certaia 
hours, when there will be the the danger 
to the public and individual safety.

MEMORIAL. 


Te the Heneorabiec, the Senate and 
House of Bepresentatives, of the 
General Assembiy, of the State of 
Georgia. 

The memorial of the undersigned, Ben- 
famin G. Lockett, of the county of Dough- 
erty, state of Georgia, respecifally sets 
forth, that he is the president of Peniten- 
tiary Company Ko. 2; that he 
and his avwociate co- parters 
and co-lesses have, under the 
visions of an uct of the geoeral sssemby of 
the state, approved February 25th, 1576, 
leased from the state a number of convicts, 
white and co'ored, male and female, for the 
term of twenty years; that they bave ex- 
pended large sums of money for the errc- 
tion of suitable quarters fur said convic's 
for their necessary food and clothing, and 
for the prop r number of officers and guards 
for their safe keeping; that they have en- 
tered into heavy bonds for the care, protec- 
tion and humane treatment of said convicts, 
as is provided tor in the act above recited, 
and that from the time of the signing and 
sealing of said contract with the state of 
Georgia, and the delivery of the said con~ 
victs into their possession and control, they 
have spared no effort in the way of time, 
labor and money, to perform their part of 
the contract according to the letter and 
epirit of the law. 

This memorial further sets forth that on 
the 4th day of December, 1880, by resoiu 
tion of the house of representatives, a spe. 
cial committee c »» posed of seven members 
of the house was raised, and empowered to 
visit and inspect the various penitentiary 
camps of the state and to make a report at 
the present session. 

That said committee has made such 
report, wh ch has become an official docu- 
ment of the house, wherein, on the basis 
of charges of a various and serious char 
acter, said cOmmittee has recom- 
mended the passage of # bill, which, in the 
opinion of your memoralists, materially 
changes the terms of contract betweeen the 
lessees and the state, and infringes upon 
the rights, powers and duties of your mem- 
orialist and his associates. 

The said committee has specified in 
charge first, that the convicts are required 
to work from twelve to fifteen hours per 
day, and that sufficient time is not allowed 
them for rest and sleep. 

In reply, your memorialist would sug- 
gest, that but few working days have twelve 
or fifteen working hours. Furthermore, 
that by established rule the convicts 
during the fall, winter and spring months, 
are aliowed from one hour to one hour and 
ove-half at dinner, and during the months 
of summer from three to four hours. That 
it would be impossible to work convicts 
before daylight or after dark, and that for 
their safe keeping, it is necessary that they 
be taken from the stockade and returned to 
the same in daylight, so the calculation of 
the number of hours of actual work can be 
readily computed, : 

Secondly, the committee charge a want 
of ventilation and dirty bedding. Your 
memorialist would reply to this, by the 
statement that the thorough ventilation of 
the prison building is at the command of 
the convicts themselves. They can 
admit or exclude the air to suit 
themselves The mattresses are not 
pot made of straw, but of cotton. These 
are suaned, weather permitting, two or 
three times per week, and three times a 
year they are taken to pieces and thorough- 
ly washed and overhauled, 

The committee charge that all of the con- 
victs are chained by one chain at night. 
The fact is that only those convicts who are 
considered as extremely bad men are chain- 
ed at all. 

In reply to the complaints of the con- 
victs throagh the committee, as to an in- 
sufficiency of water, your memorialist 
wouid state that a very abundant supply ol 
fresh water is kept within and without the 
building and stockade at ali times, aud the 
convicts are required to wash their faces 
and hands three times per day. 

The committee, after indorsing the food 
as tO quality, set forth the complaint of 
the convicts, that at tim‘s it is not issued in 
sufficient quantity. 

Your memorialist would state that the 
food is issued with particular uniformity, 
consisting of three-quirters of a pound of 
bacon per day, or from one pound to one 
pound and one-quarter of fresh meat, with 
bread and vegetables of all kinds without 
limit, 

In reply to the charges of the committee 
as to medical sup: rinte:.dence, your memo 
rialist would stage that the same phfsicians 
who attend tbe convicts attend his own 
family and those of bis neighbors in that 
gection of the country, and are called 
whenever theix services are re 
quired. As to the two convicts who were 
tound to be sick by the committee, the facts 
are as follows: One was taken sick a few 
hours before the committee arrived, had 
been given a doseof medicine, and went to 
work of his own volition on the following 
day. The otherhad been complaining fora 
day or two, but reported fur daty the next 
day, without having beencompelied to take 
anv medicineat all. A sufficient answer to 
the complaints that they were compelled to 
work, and were punished when sick aad 
unable to do duty, is contained in the fact 
that it is the highest interest of your 
memorialist to keep his men in perfec. 
physical condition in order that their labor 
may be productive and remunerative. > 

At the camp of your memorialist there 
are negro guards and negro bosses, men of 
asmuch reliability and character as any 
white man who can be employed for the 
same duty. No.boss is allowed to punish 
any convict save in the presence and under 
the supervision of the manager, except to 
inflict® slight punishment for trivial of- 
fenses. 

The convicts are furnished with musica] 
instruments, marbles and cards, to amuse 
themselves in their hoars of recreation. 

As to the threeconvicts charged as being 
held after their term of service had expired, 
your memorialist would state that in place 
of three convicts in this situation there 
were six Under the law convicts are 


‘allowed one month in each year for good 


conduct; if their conduct is nct good, they 
are not allowed this time, but are required 
to serve the fall sentence of thegourt. Oat 
of many discharges these six were retained 
for bad conduct, and the facts duly reported 
to the chief keeper of the penitentiary. 

Your memorialist bas no knowledge of 
the whipping of a female convict, except in 
one instance, and that was not done in the 
“pcs of men. But one convict to his 

nowledge has ever been cruelly whipped, 
and the party iptlicuung the punishment 
was at once discharged, though he was a 
man in other respec sof very superior qua! 
ifications. 

This disposes of the Dougberty county 
camp. Now as to the Richmond county 
camp. The committee charge that the 


4 camp is located in an unheal'hy local- 


ity It is located near the city limits 
of Augusta, and white families are living 
in good health within fifty yards of the 
camp, and there have been no deaths at this 
location. The convicts come out after day- 
light and go in again before dark; being 
allowed two hours for meals. 

Water is supplied by a puap in the bar- 
racks in the largest quantities, and is at the 
command of the convicts themselves. The 
physician in charge lives at Augusta, and is 
required toviri the caaps three times a week 
whether there is sickness or not, and in case 


_of sickness as macy times aday as the 


necessity demands 

Nearly all prisoners who come from close 
confinement are troubled with swelling of 
the lower limbs when first put to labor 
in the open air And at this camp there 
have been recently received a large per 
centum of convicts just from the jails 
Dr. Foster, the physician in charge, has 
been applied to for a report in the case of 
the woman charged to have boven forced to 
an abortion by overwork. This report your 
memorialist respectfuliy asks leave to at- 
tach to this memorial as Exhibit D. The 
Stripping acd whippiag of a woman in the 
presence of men has not come to the know!- 
edge of any of the lessees, and has never 
occurred. 

In regard to the hours of work at Cedar- 
town camp, they are the same as the other 
camps referred to. So far as concerns con- 
victs belonging to Penitentiary No. 2, none 
of them bave been cruelly whipped at the 
‘Cedariowa camp,except on3,and the guard 
who did this was immediately discharged 
tor the act. 

No convict was burned at Cedartown 
camp, belonging to any of the lessees of the 
Georgia penitentiary. 

Upon inquiry we are informed that 

@ county convie: controlled by 
other parties, was burned as stated, buat 
the lessees of the penitentiary had no power 
or control over him. 
_ As an evidenceof the humane and proper 
treatment of the convicts in every respect, 
— memorialist bi gs leave most respect- 
ally to submit a Comparison of the death

In addition, committees from three grand 
juries of the county of Dougherty have visi- 
ted the camps, inspected them, and made 
full reports thereon, and he respectfully 
asks permission to attach to this meworial 
thesd several reports marked as Exhibits A, 
B and C. 

Your memorialist is aware of the sensi- 
tiveness of the public mind as to the con- 
vicc lease. Continual agitation and base- 
less ramors and reperts have unduly 
inflamed and agitated public atier 
tion. The report the spe 
cial committee, which contains the 
most serious charges, based mainly on hear- 
say, is not likely to quiet public apprehen- 
sion on this subject. 

These charges are either true or false, and 
if true, can be sustained and substantiated 
by indubitable evidence. If true, they 
show the penitentiary system of the state 
to be an inhuman and unmitigated outrage, 
and the lessees of the convicts to be men 
unfitand unwortby of the charge confided 
to them. ut whether they 
be true or false, they have 
already done serious damage to the 
fair fame of the state, and to the good name 
of your memorialist and his associates. 
The report of the committee has gone to 
the press and public at large as an official! 
document which carries its letter of credit 
with it, 

Uader’the circumstances, your memori- 
alist feels that it is due alike to the state, 
to your honorable bodies, te himself and 
his associates, that a rigid investigation be 
had, And to this end, for himself, and in 
behalf of his associates, he asks and prays 
for the strictest inquiry into this whole 
matter, in such manner and at 
such time as the general assembly may see 
fit wo order. 

Your memoralist respec fully asks leave 
to atiach wo this memorial ail reports of 
grand juries, not now ir big,possession, but 
which nave been sent lor, And your memo- 
riaiist will ever pray, etc,

DOUGHERTY COUNTY CAMP. 

The commission appointed by this grand jury 

to investigate the management and conditiou of 


the ———- in Dougherty county, have at- 
veuded wo thatduty,andsubmit the following re- 


port: 

Tae penitentiary in this county is managed and 
coatroiled by Colonel B. G Lockett, one of the 
lessevs of the state convicts under the present sys 
tem of state laws governing the penitentiary. He 
has about one huudred aud eighty convicts, sen- 
tenced for various terms, who are divided and jo- 
cated at three plantation Camps, vig: the Royston 
place, the White Hill place, and the Rawls p:ace. 
the committee, by agreement, Met at the Royston 
place at 10 o’clock a.m. on Monday, 12th instant, 
aud proceeded immediately to a thorough inves- 
tigation of the treatment aud management of the 
pr.:soners—the security, ventilation, cleanliness 
and healthfulness of their quarters, the ula- 
tiou for work and rest, food and clothing, punish. 
ment for violations of rules, duty, etc. We made 
similar investigations at the White Hill and Rawls 
piaces, and closed our labors ,Tuesday evening, 
i3th instant. We coufess our surprise and gratiti- 
cation at the resuli of our investigation Tue 
py are peoperiy worked and guarded, well 
ed and clothed, and lodged in safe, clean and 
veulilated apartments, 

They received only such reasonable punish- 
ment as is necessary to secure proper discipline 
and compliance with the regulations for that pur~- 
pose. Tney are allowed as much liberty and re- 
creation as is consistent with the law and their 
proper security. At dianer time from one to two 
nours, and from dark until 9 o’clock, the time of 
going to bed, they are allowed conversation with 
each other, aud on Suodays, alter the duties of 
thorough bathing and putting on clean clothing, 
are ailowed the liberty of the large stockade yard 
around the penitentiary building, for such proper 
recreation as they may desire. 

Heretofore, the law since the present system 
was adopied has made uo practical provision 
for preaching the gospel tos the  prison- 
ers. When we notified them of the present pro- 
vision of the law to permit preaching to them 
every Sunday, they expressed their gratification, 
and their anxiety for its commencement, Weare 
informed by the foreman of ok ny jury, 
whose duty it is te — 8 pr er for the 
convicts, that he will immediately perform the 


duty.

Colonel Lock. tt in the 
the prisoners in his seeping. 
The investigation proves conclusively that 
Colonel Lockett treats the prisoners with 
care, and directs them to report to him all com- 
plaints of any character whatever. The prisoners 
nave free access for reuderit g complaints, and if 
any exisi they are promptly remedied. 

In conclusion, we congratulate the citizsns of 
the county on the faitbiul administration of the 
law for the government of the penitentiary con- 
victs in our county, and its marked beneficial 
influence in restraining crime, and we congratu- 
late Colonel B. G. Lockett on his admirabie sys- 
tem of oe ag and success which are at- 
tending his efforts. In these camps not one was 
sick, and but one, a white map, not well enough 

at work. Colonel Lockett’s three 
plantatious worked by the prisoners are 
models of good management and ;ood farm- 
ing, which are not surpassed in the county. 

'e desire to call the attention of the princi 
keeper of the penitentiary to the law relative’ to 
the furnishing of prisoners with religious books; 
if the law does not authorize any such books, we 
ask that be sha)! cali the a.tention of the legisla. 
ture to the subject.

AUGUSTA CAMP, 


We have made two visits to the convict cam >, 
one of which was without warsine or notice to 
the lessees. We find between sixty and sevent 
of them employed at brickmaking; they wor 
by tasks, and believe that these tasks are properly 
regulaicd Some of them, by working extra time, 
are enabied to accumulate money. 

Their quarters are fully sufficient for their ac- 
commodation, clean aud weil kept, and the on! 
suggestion we deemed proper to make was in ref- 
erence to the ventilation of the building, and this 
we were assured would be at once carried into 
effect, 

The clothing and food supplies are ample, a 
regard being paid to the season in both. The 
convicts were offered full opportunity to make 
com plaints to us, but without exception they ex- 
pressed themselves satirfied wita the treatment 
they received. They are cared forin case of sick- 
ness by a competent ph) sician, and the health of 
the camp seemed to be excellent. 

The police regulations, while strict, ere not 
more so than is necessary to preserve good order 
aud prevent an attempt at esca 

We believe it will beof benefit to the lessees, as 

well as the convicts, if the proper authorities 
would appoiat a committee of three well knowa 
and substantial citizens, whose duty it shall be to 
visit the camp at such times as they shall see fit, 
and make th-ir report to the court, Iu this way 
irregularities may he ascertained at once, if any 
should exist, and full justice done both lessees 
and convicts. Therefore, we recommend that 
such appointment be made, 
We wouid state that we were accompanied in 
our visit to the convicts by three wei! known 
eitizeus, Messrs. Thomas B. Phinizy, W. H - 
rett and W. Dauiel.

To tae Honorable Grand Jury of |; -acherty 
County, Superior Court, April Term, 1831.—Mr. 
Foreman and Gentlemen: Your joint committee 
of jurors and citizens appointed w visit that por- 
tion of the Georgia povitentiary located ino this 
county, and leased to Colonel B G. Lockett, be 
leave to submit the fullowing report: We visi 
the plantations of Colonel Lockett, known as the 
Roystwon, White Hillanud Rawis placse,on the 
13th and 14th days of this month. We were kind. 
ly received by Colonel Lockett’s agents, at each 
place, and affurded every facility for investigating 
the condition of the convicts under their charga. 
We found that the lessee was carrying out bis 
coutract with the state in good faith—every ap 
polntment ou his premises is arranged to insure 
the comfort, health and humane trratment of his 

risoners. Toe stockades «re not only secure, 

ut roomy, clean, weli kcated and ventilated. 
The bedding is kept in good order for comfort 
and health, the food furnished is wholesome in 
quality, clean in preparation, healthful in varie~ 
ty, and plentiful in quantity. The sick 
are duly cared for, being released f 
nursed kindiy,- and whea 
tended by a competent physician. 
services are held monthly in camp by a 
properly appointed chaplain, upon which all the 
convicts are required to atiend, the general dis- 
cipline is excelient and calculated to permanent- 
ly benefit, as well as judiciously punish the 
criminal. la short, after careful inquiry into 
every conceivable subject connected with the 
welfare of the convicts, we are glad to report the 
entire management as creditable to the lessee, 
and an indorsement of the wisdom of the state in 
adopting this mode of punishment. 

In conciusion, we urge upon the grand jury the 
necessity of forwarding a petition to the governor 
for the pardon of Reuben Chambers, colored, 
charged with stealing bacon from Tifi’s ware- 
house We have good reason to believe the said 
Chambers innocent of the crime of which he is 
ch- rged, and is unjustly punished.
